CHICAGO SLAYERS TO BE 
SENTENCED SEPT. 10th. 


Chicago, Aug. 28—Arguments on 
the murder of Robert Franks by 
Nathan Leopold junior and Richard 
Loeb ended today at 11.80 a.m. The 
court then took up a_ brief format 
hearing on the pleas of guilty to kid- 
nap for ransom, a crime which is also 
punishable by death in Illinois. 

John R. Caverly took both the kid- 
napping and murder cases under ad- 
visement at 11.49 a.m. 

The court announced he would give 
his decision, fixing the penalty for the 
double crime on September 10 at 9.30 
a.m, 

None will be admitted to court that 
day, the court ruled, save defendants, 
attorneys, court attaches and news- 
papermen. 


Chicago, Aug. 28.—After portions 
of the closing argument of Robert E. 
Crowe, state’s attorney, had been 
stricken out by Judge John R. Caver- 
ly as a “cowardly, dastardly attack 
upon the integrity of this court, and 
an attempt to intimidate it,” the court 
took under advisement today the 
penalty which he must decide for 
Nathan Leopold, Junior, and Richard 
Loeb, confessed kidnappers and 
murderers of Robert Franks. 

The remarks of the court came out 
of a clear sky and startled the crowd- 
ed courtroom into a shocked silence. 

Mr. Crowe’s jaw dropped and he 
blanched visibly under the judicial 
broadside. 

“Your honor, I had——,” he began, 
but the judge interrupted him. 

“The state’s attorney knew full 
well that his remarks would be her- 
alded far and wide,” said the court. 
“He knew, too, the court would have 
no opportunity to reply or to defend 
himself from criticisms except by the 
action he has taken.” 


Give Decision September 10 

The judge then read a_ prepared 
statement and at its conclusion an- 
nounced he would give his decision 
September 10 at 9:30 a.m., “unless 
illness prevents.” 

Only the defendants, the attorneys 
for both sides, court attaches and 
newspapermen will be admitted to the 
final scene in the famous case. 

In his statement the judge defend- 
ed his court from criticisms of the 
proceedings. 

“Some of these criticisms have been 
from those who knew no better and 
some have been from those who 
should know better.” he said. 


Crowe's Offense 

In closing his remarks, State’s At- 
torney Crowe exclaimed: 

“Recognizing that -ure* age of 
murderers is between 17 and 24, with 
the average at close to 22, are we 
going to tell the world of the new 
law, written into the state of Illinois 
by Clarence Darrow and approved by 
the chief justice of the criminal court 
of Cook county, that youth is a de- 
fense, that youth is a mitigating cir- 
cumstance ?” 

At another point he said: “There 
is no danger of a rich man going to a 
jail.”

from 15 to 25 per cent completed, 
while in the central and northern dis- 
tricts harvesting operations have just 
commenced, and will not be general 
for a fortnight. In the southern 


grain crops somewhat, and warm 
weather has aided the filling process 
to such an extent that yields in some 
districts will be larger than at first 

Notwithstanding the 
however, there is a very 
large area in south-eastern Alberta 
where the yields will be extremely 
light, and where much of what grain 
there is will be cut with headers. This 
process is now going on, and has been 
somewhat hampered in many  dis- 
tricts by a heavy growth of weeds 
which has developed as a result of the 
late rains. 

In the central and northern  dis- 
tricts, chiefly in the districts adjacent 
to and north of Edmonton, heavy 
rains in the past week or two have 
somewhat retarded the ripening pro- 
cess, and harvesting. will consequently 
be delayed another week or two. In 
these districts the warm weather 
needed has not materialized to the ex= 
tent which might have been desired 
Nevertheless, with a short period of 
warm weather and absence of damage 
from frost, these areas will yield 
some very satisfactory crops of grain. 

One very satisfactory feature of 
the situation during the past few 
weeks has been the fact that the 
weather has been ideal for the process 
of filling, and the indications are that 
the grain harvested will be of a very 
good sample. The heads are showing 
a good, plump condition.

Closed Seasons

MacLean’s Argument 


That the Hudson Bay route 1s en- 
tirely feasible was claimed by Mr. 
MacLean in putting the case before 
the Alberta ministers. There had 
been numerous reports on the sub- 
ject, he said, and the best of them 
was that the route can be navigated 
for at least five months in the year 
without difficulty, and for even longer 
with some ice-breaking equipment.

PRESERVING APPLES 

| This is the season when apples are 
plentyful—a good time to preserve 
them for winter use, and for spring 
when the appetite is jaded fro mlong 
use of canned things of other sorts. 

Here is a recipe that is nearly 
“three score years and ten” in age. 
Take equal weights of good brown 
sugar and apples. Pell and wash, 
| core and chop the apples fine. Allow 
a pint of water to each 3 lbs. of sugar, 
jdissolve, then boil the sugar pretty 
thick, skimming it well. Add the 
apples, the grated peel of one or two 
lemons, and two or three pieces of 
white ginger. Boil till the apples 
look clear and yellow.

Freight on Exhibits of Grain and 
Livestock 

It is announced that the Dominion 
Government will pay 75 per cent. of 
the freight charges on livestock ex- 
hibits going from Alberta to the 
Royal Show at Toronto and the Inter- 
national show at Chicago. These ex- 
hibits will be of selected livestock. 
The Province of Alberta will pay the 
balance of 25 per cent. of the freight. 
It is hoped that a creditable livestock 
exhibit will be forwarded by the 
stockmen of Alberta to these shows, 
as in past years the Alberta livestock 
exhibit has not been as large as those 
from the sister prairie provinces. 

The Department of Agriculture of 
Alberta has decided to pay  honor- 
arium on prizes in livestock and grain 
won at these shows. The honorarium 
of $150 will be granted for grand 
championships where such are offer- 
ed. For first prize the honorarium 
will be $100. These will apply to 
both grain and livestock. 

The grain exhibits this year will be 
collected at the University of Alberta, 
passed upon the Field Husbandry 
Branch and shipped eastward from 
there. Last year exhibits were 
shipped from several different points, 
and much difficulty was experienced 
in tracing the shipments at their 
destination. 


Seed Grain and Relief 
The Dominion Government evident- 
ly does not contemplate providing 
settlers in the dry areas of Alberta 
with seed grain and relief. In a tele- 
gram received by Hon. Geo. Hoadley, 
Minister of Agriculture, from Hon. 
Chas. Stewart, Minister of the Inter- 
ior at Ottawa, Mr. Stewart states 
the dispatch published in Alberta 
papers a few days ago to the effect 
that the Dominion Government would 
bear a share of the cost of seed grain 
and/ relief for settlers in the drought 
areas, was in error, and that the only 
decision made by the Dominion was 
to bear one third of the cost of re- 
moval of settlers from these areas to 

othr portions of the province.
